To THE CITIZENS OF LANGDON: 


The flight of time again renders it necessary 
to submit, for your consideration, the Annual Report of 
the progress and condition of your public Schools. It 
is far from my purpose to indulge in extravegant praise 
of some, or unreasonable censure of others: but simply 
to draw, in as clear and correct outlines as possible, the 
exact condition of the Schools. 

DISTRICT No.1 Length of School, 8 weeks. Mrs. 
Ipa L. Netson, Teacher, $3 25 a week. Whole No. 
Scholars, 4. Boys, 1. Girls, 3. 

Fatt Term.—There has been but one Term of School 
in this District the past year. The School was too small 
to get up much life or enthusiasm. Mrs. Nerson labor- 
ed to the best of her ability, and with a good degree of 
success. 


DISTRICT No. 2. 20 weeks. Miss Mary E. 
ALDEN, 8 weeks. Miss Lizztze I. Ryprer, 4 weeks. 
AnGie M. Haywarp, 8 weeks, $5 25 a week.

The School was small, and the pupils young, which 
lessens the interest the Teacher can have or create. 
Notwithstanding, Miss ALDEN was untiring in her efforts, 
and discharged her duties commendably. 

Miss RyprerR commenced the Fall Term, but left be- 
fore the close, as she had a more desirable situation of- 
fered her. She engaged the services of Miss Hay- 
WARD to complete the Term. ‘The School always ap- 
peared well when visited. Where the Teacher can be 
retained in the same School a series of Terms, much 
better work can be accomplished.

The Summer Term was taught by Miss Kate E. Mur- 
poucu. ‘Tne Teacher was quite young and inexpe- 
rienced in School teaching. At the close’of the School 
there appeared to be a good state of feeling existing be- 
tween Teacher and pupils, still the progress made in the 
different branches, did not warrant commendation. ‘The 
Prudential Committee were fortunate in securing the 
services of Miss JENNIE L. Bacon, as Teacher; a lady 
well educated, and possessing a good share of common 
sense. She labored with intelligent interest for the wel- 
fare of all, and the closing cxamination showed that a 
good work was accomplished. 


DISTRICT No. 4. Length of School, 20 weeks. 
Mary A. Simpson, Teacher, $6 50 a week.

This School was under the instruction of Mary A. 
Simpson during five months of the year. The Com- 
mittee, on ascertaining the amount of money due «to 
this District, found there was a sufficient sum for four 
weeks more of School than was expected, but as Miss 
Simpson was unable to remain longer, the Committee 
procured the services of Miss FLrora A. WILLARD, as 
Teacher. I will leave it to the District to judge of her 
merits or demerits as an instructress. 

Thanks are due this District for contributing funds 
for the purchase of Webster’s Unabridged Dictionary. 
This is very commendable in them, and the example is 
worthy of imitation in other Districts, where they are 
without one.

Miss Osaoop 
labored hard to make the School a success, and her ef- 
forts bore an abundance of fruit. Much credit is due 
to the Teacher for her untiring efforts.

Miss ANDERSON entered upon her work without ex- 
perience. Miss A. is a little too quiet in the School 
room. More zeal is very desirable. With further ex- 
perience, she would doubtless be able to supply this de-

ficiency, and achieve a good degree of success. 

The Fall and Winter Terms were conducted by Miss 
Acnes J. Graves, who is a talented and experienced 
Teacher. Nothing occured to mar the success of her 
School, the leading characteristics of which, were per-. 
fect order, system and thoroughness in the management 
and instruction, and good improvement. 


In presenting, at the close of the year, the Report re- 
quired by law, concerning the condition of the Schools 
in this Town, your Superintendent feels gratified to say 
that they have progressed as favorably, and, in her 
judgment, been of as much service to the pupils attend- 
ing them, as in any recent year. Several things are 
indispensable to the com;lete success of a School. The 
concurrent and judicious action of all connected there- 
with is necessary. It sometimes happens that parents 
unjustly censure the Teacher. ‘There is no more effect- 
ual mode of impairing a School, than depreciating the 
Teacher in the presence of the pupils. If those who — 
are prone to such a course, instead of indulging it, would 
visit the School and kindly offer advice, the interests of 
education would be better subserved. We should. en- 
courage those who have charge of our Schools by fre- 
quent visits to the school-room, and he ever ready to 
frown upon the uncharitable opinions often expressed 
by the thoughtless and careless. Sympathy, encourage- 
ment and friendly aid are welcome to persons in all oc- 
cupations, and especially in that of teaching.
